DRUG MISUSE - OUR WORST 
HEALTH PROBLEM 


The misuse of drugs is one of the 
major health problems in the nation 
today, Massachusetts ranks fourth 
among the states in terms of mag- 
nitude of its drug problem, For 
reasons of illegality and disappro- 
val (in most circles), drug users 
make every effort to hide any de- 
pendency, Tha ssociation of actual 
numbers of users 1s therefore 
difficult, however some facts are 
worth considering, 


Facts 

In 1968 the Boston courts handled 
six times as many drug cases as 
they had in 1964, evidence that the 
problem is expanding rapidly, In 
1968 the State Division of Food and 
Drugs analyzed for the police ten 
times the number of drug samples 
that they had in 1964, further 
evidence of expansion, and proof 
that our law enforcement agencies 
are working to keep abreast of it. 

Virtually all of the young people 
committed to our state penal in- 
stitutions for various offenses have 
some drug history. Young people 
testify that harmful drugs may be 
purchased in the washrooms of our 
high schools, The number of drug 
cases in our state courts lastyear 
increased by 350% from the pre- 
vious year, The wordis reportedly 
out that Boston is THE place to 
make tne drug scene in the summer 
of 1969, 

These are shocking facts, But 
facts they are. Those refusing to 
accept them are hiding from apro- 
blem of such severity that it must 
be considered a threat to us all, 


Need for Drastic Change 

A special commission to study 
the extent of the use of harmful, 
injurious and illegal drugs within 
the Commonweslth has recently 
completed .its report, | seryed on 

commiss: Thave also haa 
ta Sih 1BCaRe Wo tne Seka guen- 
“bes of drug yse-as. amemberoftho 
Committee on Social Welfare, Se- 
veral ‘conclusions have become 
obvious, 

Our laws and our thinking re- 
garding drug use are out of date, 
They are incapable of solving to- 
day’s problems, 

We must maintain and continue 
to enforce stringent laws concern- 
ing drug ‘pushers’ and importers, 
At the same time we should modify 
or eliminate the laws concerning 
merely being present where there 
are drugs, The penalty for the use 
of marijuana should be reduced 
consistent with the mildness of the 
offense, 

The focus of our thinking on drug 
usérs must be changed from one in 
which we treat them as criminals 
to one in which we treat them for 
their sickness of drug-dependency. 
This is a major revision in ap-

Insufficient Facilities 


In 1964 Massachusetts became 
the third state to enact progressive 
legistlation for the treatment of 
drug addicts, At that time we es- 
tablished the Drug Addiction Re- 
habilitation Board which operates 
three treatment centers, one at 
Boston State Hospital in Mattapan 
for both in and out patient treat- 
ment, one at the correctonal in- 
stitution at Bridgewater for maxi- 
mum security in-patient care and 
one at Boston City Hospital in 
Roxbury for out-patients only, 
These are not adequate, 

‘The drug problem has come upon 
us so Quickly that we are woefully 
Short of facilities needed to handle 
the problem, There is no state 
treatment center in the Worcester 
or Springfield areas, While the 
incidence of drug use in the western 
Part of the state is substantially 
less than in the east, the nearly 400 
cases that reached the courts there 
in 1968 cannot be ignored, 


Halfway House 


Another bill of great promise in 
the area of treatment facilities is 
H 3882, Thiswill transfer a vacant 
building at the Essex County San- 
atarium to the Wakefield Drug 
Action Committee, Using federal 
and private foundation funds, the 
WDAC plans to operate the facility 
as a halfway house where profes- 
sional staff and reformed addicts 
will help drug-dependent people 
rehabilitate themselves, This ex- 
cellent proposal could serve as a 
pilot for other programs through- 
out the commonwealth. 


The Problem is Here andNow 


Our immediate area is not ex- 
cepted from the drug problem. Out 
of 4035 cases in the state concern- 
ing drugs in the twelve months end- 
ing June 20, 1968, 21 cases were 
heard in the Woburn District Court 
and 11 in Lowell, In the first five 
months of 1968 there were 10 ju- 
venile drug offender's in court from 
this district, The problem isnot 
overwhelming, but it does exist and 
-it is growing rapidly. It is essen- 
tial that we confront it now with 
education, with legislative im- 
provements and with proper treat~ 
ment,
